Love therefore in this Place is called aſeful, but in Regard to 
what follows of Love's adding to the Iſle's Diſgrace, the Affair ſtands thus. Dermont, King of 
Leinſter, having committed a Rape on the Wife of O Rork King of Brefinia, was forced at laſt to 
fly into England, and from thence into Aquitain Where Hewry 2d was at that Time very buſy. 
King Henry granted Letters Patents to Der mont, which are to be ſeen in the above mentioned Au- 
thor in his Hibernia Expugnara, I. 1. c. 1. with leave to any of his Subjects throughout his Domi- 
nions to paſs into Ireland for Dermont's Aſſiſtance. Among many others Richard Strongbow, 
Earl of Strigal or Pembrook came over.

Some ſay that he was buried there alſo, and for the Truth hereof 
they ſhow in the North-Corner of the Eaſt End of the Cathedral of that City a Tomb-ſtone; a 
bout fix foot long, out of which is carved a Man lying on his Back, dreſſed in Compleat Atmour, 
his right Hand reſting upon his Thigh and the other holding a Broad ſword. His Head is-placed to- 
' wards the Weſt and his Feet reſt. upon the Back of a . Over his Feet there was formerly 
a Font for Holy War, but it is now broke to Pieces. The Reſt of the Work is ſtill very perfect, 
but there is no Inſcription on it. The Side-ſtone has fix of the Apoſtles cut upon it, all done very 
lively, particularly St. Peter who holds in his right Hand two Keys, and alſo an other Repreſentati- 
on which they take for St: John; Others maintain that he lies buried in Patricks Church Dublin, but 
be that as it will, 'tis certain his Ambition prompted him to be King of all Ireland, but Henry 
prevented it, who however gave him his Father in Law's Kingdom of Leinſter.

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Y Queen Elizabeth, called in Deriſion by the Popiſb Party, the Hope of Heretics, upon her 
mounting the Throne reſtored all Things to the 122 they were in, in Edward's Time. 
And in this Kingdom ſhe thoroughly eſtabliſhed the rmation. Yet ſhe met with violent Oppo- 
ſition both abroad, and at home. And in Ireland there were more Rebellions broke out in her 
Reign than in any preceding one. Shane O Neal in 1563 roſe up in Arms; burned the Cathedral 
of Armagh, and lay'd Seige to Dundalk; but Sir Henry Sydley, Lord Deputy, broke his Forces in 
Battle and quaſh'd that Inſurrection. After this, in 1579 the Earl of Deſmond invited the Spaniards 
over, who poſſeſſed themſelves of ſeveral Places, but were, at length, quite beaten out, and the 
Earl himſelf being reduced to great Straits, lived ſome Time upon ſtealing of Cattle; but the Go- 
vernor of Caſtle-Mauge, having ſent out a Party to ſcour the Woods, one FEY A an Iriſpman, 
upon ſpying a Light in a Cabbin, by Night, went in, and finding only an old Man by the Fire, 
he gave him 3 tho? he cryed, © ſave me, I am the Earl of Deſmond,” which put an 
End to this Rebellion alſo. But in 1595 Hugh 0 Neal, Earl of Tyrone, took up Arms openly, 
brought the Spaniards, again, over, and ſeized upon & inſale, but in the Year 1603 the Spaxiards were 
totally expelled and thereby an End put to this War, which had laſted eight Years. Queen Elixza- 
— dying before the Concluſion of it, Tyrone was carried into Exgland to King James I. who
